ABOUT RUBBER. 

Hlcjcles Have Made for It a Great 
I Demand. 

81 nee the bicycle became “Indispensa¬ 
ble to every family" more interest is 
taken in the production and manufac¬ 
ture of rubber than ever before, d ude 
rubber conies front Asia, Africa *nd 
Central America, but tlie finest grailes 
—those always used for tlie best bleyeie 
tires—are brought from the forests of 
the Para district of Brazil. "Fine para” 
brings 86 cents a pound and comes in 
big "biscuits" weighing from twenty to 
seventy-five pounds each. Lower 
grades pf South American and African 
rubber are sold for 50, 46 and 30 cents. 

The dark swamps and jungles of 
Para, where the rubber tree is found in 
its greatest luxuriance, ure reached by 
a journey up the Amazon. In these for¬ 
ests lurk the germs of malignant ma¬ 
larial fevers, which claim thousands of 
victims among the rubber gatherers, 
weakened, as they usually are, by ex¬ 
posure, poor food and rum, of which 
last enormous quantities are sen; to ’lie 
workers. Large numbers of men au- 
nually seek the forests. In spite of the 
j terrible conditions, and are not infre- 
! queutly accompanied by their wives, 

: who go to share the fate of their hus¬ 
bands. 

The Para rubber Is believed to owe 
j its excellence in part to the methods of 
: gatljpring and curing followed in that 
I region. The rubber sap from the big 
; trees is received in buckets, much In 
1 tlie same way that maple sap is pro- 
! cured in this country. Then the gath¬ 
erers take long stakes of hard wood 
about an inch in diameter and pointed 
at the end, and dip them again and 
j again into the sap buckets. After each 
j dipping tlie stakes are held over fires 
until the successive films of rubber so¬ 
lidify around them. Thus each of the 
big "biscuits” Is the result of hundreds 
and hundreds of slow dippings. 

A recent writer says that when a lot 
of crude rubber is taken to tlie rubber 
mill it is first thrown into vats of iiot 
water to be steamed and softened for 
1 two or three hours. Then, after being 
sawed into small chunks, it is thrown 
I into the "washers,” which are massive 
iron rolls with corrugated surfaces. As 
a load of rubber is caught between the 
two turning surfaces streams of water 
play down on It from above, washing 
out all sand and Impurities. Five min¬ 
utes In tlie washers transforms a bas¬ 
ketful of rubber chunks Into a sheet of 
rubber ten or twelve feet long and sev¬ 
eral feet wide, which Is carried to the 
drying room and hung on racks till the 
moisture has thoroughly evaporated.

TnunrliDg tlio Strait of Mrsainn. 

Engineering achievements aud possi¬ 
bilities, from the modern point c.f view, 
are receiving an additional illustration 
iu the case of the projected tunnel be¬ 
tween the mainland of Italy aud the is¬ 
land of Sicily, plans and details of 
which, in model, as executed by the 
Italian civil engineer De Joliauuis. 
have attracted much attention at the 
University of Padua. After thorough 
and careful studies of the strait of Mes¬ 
sina, its varying depths, the nature of 
the ground and of all other conditions 
which might assist or interfere with 
such an undertaking, De Johunnis de¬ 
cided that tho beginning of the tunnel 
should be near San Giovanni di Sani- 
te-llo, at the foot of the Aspromontc 
mountain range, the mouth on the oth¬ 
er side to be located on the degli Ingle- 
si plain. The entire tunnel will he near¬ 
ly two miles long and will consist in 
the main of two shafts of about 10,000 
feet each, descending at a grade not ex- 
ceoding 32 feet iu each 1,000. Such a 
tunnel is thought preferable to a bridge 
that would involve such a great span 
and wind exposure.—Harper’s Round 
Table.

The yield of rice is from 35 
to GO bushels an acre, and the net profit 
is said to be from !|;25 to $45 an acre.

TNE WIDE-TIRE LAW AS IT WAS ENACTED. 


is the “wide tire law” 
approved on March 20, 


one-half inch steel or iron axle, two 
and one-eighths inch tubular or iron 
axle, not less than three and one-half 
inch tire; three inch steel or thimble- 
skein, one and five-eighths inch steel 
or iron axle, two and three-eighths 
inch tubular steel or iron axle, Dot 
less than four inch tire; three nnd one- 
fourth inch steel or thimble-skein, one 
and three-fourths or one and seven- 
eighths inch steel or iron axle, two 
and five-eighths inch tubular steel 
or iron axle, not less than four and 
one-lialf inch tire; three and one-balf 
inch steel or thimble-skein, two-inch 
steel or iron axle, two and seven- 
eighths tubular steel or iron axle, not 
less than five-inch tire; three and 
three-fourths inch steel or thimble- 
skein, two and one-fourtn steel or iron 
axle, three or three and one-eighth 
inch tubular steel or iron axle, not less 
than five and one-half inch tire; four- 
inch and larger,steel or thimble-skein, 
two and one-half inch, and larger, 
steel or iron axle, three and one-fonrth 
inch and larger, tubular steel or iron 
axle not less than six-inch tire. Other 
styles of axle shall have tires of same 
width as those of equal carrying capac¬ 
ity above specified. All intermediate 
sizes shall have tires of the same 
width as the next larger size above 
specified. 

Section 2. Every person who sells 
or purchases, or uses upon any public 
highway of the State of California 
any wagon or other vebiole, the wheels 
of which wagon or vehicle has tires of 
a less width than as specified for such 
kind of wagon in section one of this 
Act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 3. Every person who brings 
into the State of Califronia, or who, 
in said State, offers to sell or sells any 
such wagou or vehicle which has not 
tires of the width prescribed by sec¬ 
tion one of this Act shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 

Section 4. Any person found guilty 
of a violation of any of the provisions 
of this Act shall be fined in the penal 
sum of not less than twenty-five dollars 
($25) nor more than five hundred dol¬ 
lars ($500),) or to be imprisoned in the 
County Jail not less than twenty-five 
(25) days nor more than six months. 

Section 5. This Act shall take 
effect and be in foice after January 1, 
1900.

OCEAN ROAD SURVEYS COMPLETED. 

The Actual Work of Construction, it 1 m 
ShI< 1, Will Not Long He Delayed. 

Another broad-gauge railroad is soon 
to be constructed from San Franoisco 
to Santa Cruz. It will start out from 
the city water front, run through the 
Mission and the Potrero to Colma, just 
over the San Mateo county line, there 
turn directly west to the ooean,whence 
it will skirt the shore at an average 
distance of about, half a mile to its 
point of destination. The surveys 
have all be“u completed, and there is 
every indication that the uctusl work 
of construction will not long be de¬ 
layed. 

The new line is to be built by the 
West Shore Railway Company, the 
successor of the San Francisco West 
Shore Company, which began opera¬ 
tions along in the early part of 1893, 
but it was compelled to suspend work 
owing to the finnnoial stringency that 
soon came ou the country. Within a 
year or so a reorganization has been 
effected. The new company succeeded 
to all of the rights and privileges of 
the old one, including a franchise 
through the streets of San Francisco 
and rights of way through tho country 
to the south, li. S. Thornton of Colma 
has taken hold of the enterprise with 
energy, and instead of just resuming 
surveying operations, as has been re¬ 
ported,completed them, two weeks ago. 
The surveyors in the field near San 
Pedro mistaken for railroad employes 
are really United States officers 
arranging for the placing of signals in 
oonnectiou with the Weather Bureau. 

The West Shore Railroad will 
traverse a very rich vegetable garden 
and agricultural district whioh hereto¬ 
fore, especially in the case of large 
amounts of garden truck cultivated 
in the vicinity of San Pedro by Italians 
on rented land, have bad to bring their 
product to the city market by wagou 
over almost mountainous roads or by 
the heavy sauds of the beucb, whioh 
are even worse. The construction of 
the new railroad will not only be a 
benefit to this industry, but will in¬ 
crease its development and add largely 
to values all along the ocean shore be¬ 
tween San Franoisco and Santa Cruz. 
At the time of the inception of the 
project by the San Francisco West 
Shore Company it was reported that it 
was backed by the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe people,who were looking 
to it as a means of ingress to this city. 
Substance was given to this theory by 
the fact that a trust deed of $1,000,- 
000 to seoure the bondholders was exe- 
outed and plaoed with the California 
Title Insurance and Trust Company. 
The hard times, however, came on as 
has been stated,and work was stopped.

The Commander Thlnkx Hi. System Will 
Bring Uuoil Time, to the Poor. 

Commander Booth-Tucker of the 
Salvation Army arrived last night from 
New York, accompanied by Ensign 
McPherson, his secretary, the princi¬ 
pal object of his visit to this city being 
an investigation of the proposed colo¬ 
nization scheme. 

The commander has little doubt but 
that the plans which he has spent so 
much time in formulating will prove 
successful and he is confident that the 
rule that governs their establishment 
in other States of the Union will also 
be applicable to California. 

“The idea of the Salvation Army to 
provide for the worthy poor,” he said, 
shortly after his arrival at the head¬ 
quarters of the army, “is simple. It 
is merely to provide waste labor for 
waste land by waste capital. We de¬ 


sire to provide a home for this class 
of people where they will be happy. 
They will pay for their homes and for 
the money expended in their behalf as 
the land they till begins to yield 
prohtable returns. There are 3,000,- 
000 people in the United States that 
can be taken from cities and placed 
upon sucli farms, with the result that 
where they were practically homeless 
and miserable they will become happy 
in the possession of their own homes 
and contented.” 

Commander Booth-Tucker has sev¬ 
eral offers to consider by owners of 
tracts of land and will go to Salinas 
this morning to inspect tho land 
offered. He will return here tomor¬ 
row and will* leave for Colorado on 
Monday, where he expects to establish 
the most important and central colony 
of the United States. He stated last 
evening that while at Washington he 
had been given an audience by Presi¬ 
dent McKinley and had explained the 
colony idea of the army to the Chief 
Executive. It was favored by the 
President and was likewise received by 
Vice-President Hobart 

In conjunction with the colonies 
that may be established the command¬ 
er will endeavor to introduce the 
Raiffeisen loan system that is success¬ 
ful in Germany. This is co-oporative 
borrowing by an association and loan¬ 
ing to members, the association being 
responsible for the entire organization 
and for each individual. With this, 
thinks the commander, there is little 
doubt b»t that the colonies will be a 
sucoess in almost every particular.— 
S. F. Chronicle. 


ANOTHFR GREENLAND. 

Explorer Dorcligrevink'll Firm Belief In 
nu Antarctic Contlneut. 

In The Strand Magazine C. E. Borch- 
grevink reviews briefly the results of 
bis visit to South Victoria Laud in 1895. 
He says: 

"In my opinion the great southern 
continent is the Greenland of the south, 
with just as many possibilities. I do 
fully believe that hitherto unknown 
animal life will be found ou South Vic¬ 
toria Land. Captain Larsen on the 
tv haler Jason brought buck petrified 
wood from Graham Land, south of Cape 
Horn, which fact, of course, proves great 
climatic changes in those regions dur¬ 
ing succeeding periods. As our knowl¬ 
edge of the great southern continent 
now stands, we must believe it really 
to be a continent, and not a mere accu¬ 
mulation of islands, as well from the 
appearance of the land, as it lias been 
sighted nearly all round, as also from 
sea soundings, and last, hut not least, 
from the liutnre of those specimens,of 
rocks which 1 brought hack with me 
from Victoria Land. If it is all land, 
it is probably of an area twice the size 
of Australia. 

“Already the first sight of Victoria 
Land convinces one that it is of volcan¬ 
ic origin. The volcanoes of Victoria 
Land show a tendency to follow the 
same line. From Mount Bubino to 
Mount Melbourne the trend is south- 
southwesterly. Mount Erebus and Mount, 
Terror lie almost due south of Mount 
Biibine. Farther north from Mount Sa¬ 
bine the groat earth fold, on the septum 
of which this chain of volcanoes is sit¬ 
uated, probably bonds a little westward, 
as shown partly by the surroundings, 
partly by the position of Bulleny is 
laud. Northwest of Balleny island tlio 
great fold trends perhaps to the knot¬ 
ting point between the Tasmanian axis 
of folding and that of New Zealand, the 
former, perhaps, running through Roy¬ 
al Company island, and the latter 
through or near Auckland island and 
Macquarie island. The knotting point 
would probably be somewhere (approx¬ 
imately) near the intersection of the six¬ 
tieth parallel of south latitude with 
the one hundred and fiftieth meridian 
of longitude east from Greenwich. It 
would just, join the line of extinct vol¬ 
canoes along east Australia on the west, 
and, perhaps, the active volcanic zone 
of the North island ef New Zealand, or, 
ut all events, tho fold which bounds 
that continent ou tho east. 

“Traced in tho opposite direction, 
the volcanic zone probably runs through 
Seal islands, tho active volcanoes of 
Christensen und Sursce, and through 
Mount Haddington, an extinct volcano 
in Trinity Land, to Faulet and Bridg 
man islands, active volcanoes.”

ARGUS OUTPOINTED. 

AN INSECT THAT IS CREDITED WITH 
THIRTY-SIX THOUSAND EYES.

toreMInc Natural History. 

Thirty-six thousand eyes in one head! 
This may appear a little like exaggera¬ 
tion, hut it is a fact. Science, backed by 
the microscope, says so. and science 
never stretches the truth. Should it tic 
so it would erase to he a science. 

Argus was fabled to have a hundred 
eyes, but Argus would be a very insig¬ 
nificant cuiiosity compared with tin | 
latest discovery m the insect kingdom. 
There ate numbers of insects with 109 
and even 500 eyes, but when the num¬ 
ber of optics allotted to a single insccl 
reaches up into the thousands the idea 
is startling. 

Naturalists have recently been engag¬ 
ed in the study of this most interesting 
subject. Each succeeding day bring- 
more marvelous results until the as 
tonudiug discovery has been made that 
the common dragon fly, or mosquito 
hawk, while seemingly possessed oi 
only two visnal organs, reully has as 
many as 36,000, each of the two visibh 
to the ordinary observer being subdivid¬ 
ed into 18,000 separate lenses, each eye¬ 
let having a distinct nerve connecting 
it with the brain and acting entirely 
independently of its myriads of com 
panions. 

The theory most generally adopted 
by scientists is Ibat, while far superiot 
to tho eye of higher animal life as re 
gards moving objects, the power of oh 
serration of the composite eye is inferiot 
in its application to stationary things. 
The reason is this: The moving object 
is first observed by one of the thousands 
of facets, which perceives it for the in¬ 
finitesimal part of a second that it takes 
to get out of tho arc of vision of tliai 
particular lens und pass into that of an 
other, each movement beiug separately 
telegraphed to tlio brain by tlio facet on 
duty. But with a stationary object it is 
different, since for some reason the 
minor organ fails to foi us accurately, 
and so render the object less distinct 
than when viewed by eyes of only one 
lens each. 

A question which continues to puzzle 
the scientists is whether the animal or 
insect sees as many images of the objects 
as he has eyes, or facets. For instance, 
does the dragon fly fancy lie is flitting 
over 36,000 ponds, or does lie see only 
one? Probably one, for tho two eyes of 
a human being in normal condition show 
but a single image. Besides, apart from 
the lenses ami cones in front, tho . ye is 
a hollow sphere pierced by perforations 
running down the facets toward the 
center. It follows that the light impres¬ 
sions thus form a single picture, or mo¬ 
saic, as it were, each facet presenting is 
slightly different picture from its neigh 
bor and the group presenting a perfect 
whole. 

There arc many other animals pos 
scssed of an extraordinary number < f 
eyes. James Francis Stevens, a nob o 
entomologist, is said to have recorded 
2,000 such species in his garden in one 
afternoon, while Francis Pasetie, anotli 
or noted naturalist, counted 80 different 
specimens on his library window. 

Tho common scallop, for instance, has 
many eyes scattered irregularly over its 
body. The lobster has massed together 
in each orb more than a hundred dis 
tinct eyes, and, unlike human eyes, 
these are set forward, instead of being 
sunk inward. Does the poor lobster see 
things a hundredfold? If so, possibly it 
is in avoiding the 99 imaginary lobsti i 
pots that lie stumbles into tho real one. 
Tho common house fly lias 4,000 eyes, 
the cabbage butterfly 17,000, the drone 
fly 8,000, tile honeybee 6,300. But still 
at thu head of tho list stands tho mos¬ 
quito hawk, or dragon fly, with his 
36,000. As his name suggests, while 
not despising any of tho smaller insects, 
liis specialty is tlio mosquito. Indeed lie 
has so succeeded in terrorizing these lit¬ 
tle pests that his lifeless form still fills 
them with alarm. In localities where 
mosquitoes are troublesome ail effectual 
mode of ridding the place of them con¬ 
sists in suspending a dead dragon fly 
from the ceiling by a piece of thread. 
Those who have tried it say that it has 
never been known to fail. 

Up to a certain point these multi¬ 
tudinous eyes may he compared to win¬ 
dows fitted with innumerable panes of 
glass. The panes, however, are of dif 
fereut forms. Borne, like those of the 
bee and thu ant, are six sided, remind¬ 
ing us of t lie pattern so common in 
Gothic architecture. Borne, again, are 
diamond shaped and others square. 

Another interesting brunch of this in¬ 
teresting subject is the study of the near 
und far sighted insects. Johanna Mill 
ler long ago pointed out that the flight 
of insects depends upon their power of 
vision. This will account for the differ¬ 
ence in the flights of the common house 
fly and tho wasp. The oue confines him¬ 
self to short flights. As his food is al 
ways to be found within a small area, 
he flies in short curves and circles. But 
the wasp is remarkably sharp sighted, 
and the arrangement of the lenses shows 
that his line of vision is decidedly for 
ward. Here, Kgain, the dragon fly is pie 
eminent. He has well been called the 
tyrant of the air. He alone is able to 
take perfectly straight liues at enormous 
speed for long distances, evident Jy see¬ 
ing well what is ahead of him.—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.

Tin* middleman lias no friends, 
and everyone is free to lilt him. But 
tlie middleman is not the criminal he 
is made out to be. The criminal, there 
is some reason to believe, will have to 
be sought in Queensland. The facts 
appear to be that our hoof is not so 
good as that of our rivals, and our 
methods of putting it on the market 
are far from satisfactory. There are 
too many complaints heard of meat 
being landed in a wretched state for 
tliem all to be false or exaggerated, 
Tlie difficulties in the way of a perfect 
preparation and handling of the meat 
are no doubt serious; but they will not 
tie removed by ignoring them and plac¬ 
ing the blame for the unsatisfactory 
results oil the wrong shoulders.

| bush disappeared, but every day for a 
■ hundred years a sentry mounted guard 
I over the spot, because no one had or¬ 
dered the service discontinued. 

A story quite as ludicrous is now told 
of a discovery made by the Empress 
Catliarine, mother of the Enq>eror 
Paul, who was assassinated In 1801. 
Catharine, at one time, was inspired 
' by some (Kissing whim of economy to 
scrutinize the imperial Housekeeping 
! accounts. In them, among other queer 
things, she found that “one bottle of 
rum daily" was charged to the Nasled- 
nik, or heir apparent. 

As her sou. who was then a young 
man, had never given any sign of in¬ 
temperate habits, the Empress was 
greatly astonished. Site went over the 
accounts to see how long he had been 
addicted to this practice, and found, to 
iter still greater surprise, that the ex¬ 
penditure went liaek to the day of Ills 
lilrth—and indeed, far beyond It. 

Tlie heir to the throne had not only 
been charged with drinking over thirty 
dozen bottles of fine Jamaica rum year¬ 
ly ever since lie was born, but for a 
long time before that. The Empress, 
i't Is hardly necessary to say. made a 
thorough investigation oi tills strange 
matter, and with the aid of an anti¬ 
quarian. stie at last readied the orig¬ 
inal entry. 

A century or so before, the imperial 
physician had prescribed, for the Nns- 
leduik of the period, “on account of a 
violent toothache, a teaspoonful of rum, 
to be taken with sugar." This dose 
was given for several days iu succes¬ 
sion; and tlie nurse or steward in charge 
had deemed it more fitting to the im¬ 
perial dignity, as well as more profit¬ 
able to himself or herself, to purchase 
a new bottle of rum every day. No 
one had ever given tlie order to discon¬ 
tinue 'this purchase, and it lmd gone on 
for a century, the ruin having constitu¬ 
ted one of the perquisites of the court 
steward. 

The Empress submitted the discovery 
to her husband, who at once declared 
that the method of keeping tlie ac¬ 
counts should be thoroughly reformed, 
and smell abuses ended.

Escaped In a Klour-Sack. 

Sir John Waters, says the author of 
"English Eccentrics," was the most ad¬ 
mirable spy ever attached to an army. 
In the Peninsular War he gave Lord 
Wellington the most accurate and val¬ 
uable information about the Spaniards 
and their movements.

Waters threw ids cloak upon a neigh¬ 
boring olive-hush, and mounted Ills 
cocked hat on toil. Some empty flour- 
sacks lay on tIu* ground, and into one of 
them he crawled. A moment inter the 
dragoons came out, 1'ied their carbines 
a< the supposed prisoner, a»id giilopc 1 
off, 'idt tiding to return inter to rifle tin* 
body. 

A horse, loaded with sacks of Hour, 
stood mar tlie door, and Sir John, still 
enveloped in the sack, innn'iged io 
throw himself on the horse's track, ns if 
lie were part of the lend. The owner at 
length came out. mounted, mid rode 
uway, without detecting the peculiar 
contents of one of (lie sacks. 

When far ciiougu away for safety 
Waters, finding ills position most un¬ 
comfortable, managed to free himself 
from the sack, ami sat up. The l.oise- 
man, chancing to look around, beheld 
the man covered with flour and took 
him to lie u ghost perched behind him. 
Terrified at the sight, lie fell over in a 
swoon, aud tlie supposed ghost thrust 
him to tlie ground and galloped off. 

Sir John reached the English eiiiiip 
without further adventure, and was 
warmly greeted by Wellngtou.
